| ing Match 


The town of Andover is to benefit by 
several bequests according to the will of 
the late Alfred V. Lincoln of Cordis 
street, Charlestown; not only is the 
present arrangement of awarding prizes 
at the Lincoln Spelling match assured 
by a permanent fund of $500 to be used 
with a like sum given by his father, but 
there is a bequest of $5000 to be used 
in the purchase of clothing and sensible 
gifts for needy children, as well as one of 
$1000 in memory of his mother, Emme- 
line Lincoln, the income of which is to 
be used by the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society. 

Mr. Lincoln was a native of Andover 
but has more recently made his home in 
Charlestown where he was engaged in 
the real estate business. His will filed 
at the Probate offlce contains many 
interesting bequests, some of which 
are as follows: 

Ten years after his death $7500 shall 
be set aside by his trustees and the in- 
come be allowed to accumulate for 
ninety years, when the income from the 
fund shall be used for planting, care and 
protection of shade trees to be planted 
in the streets of Charlestown, not 
oui Each tree shall bear a metallic 

tag to distinguish it. 

The city of Boston
